A local cosmetics distributor will 
announce that an asthma drug used as 
a topical cream ingredient can have a 
slimming effect on women’s thighs. 

Neways, Inc., of Salem, Utah, 
announced that scientists from 
Harbor-UCLA Medical Center, 
Stanford University and Pennington 
Biomedical Research Center studied 
the effect of aminophylline on two 
groups of women, said Darick 
Mower, an independent distributor for 
Neways. 

When the drug was applied topically 
to the women’s thighs for six weeks, 
researchers reported an average loss 
in thigh circumference of 1 to 1 1/2 
inches, he said. 

Neways uses aminophylline and a 
similar form of the ingredient, theo-

Supreme Court 
will expound 
on Miranda rule

WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court agreed 
Monday to set new boundaries for its landmark Miranda 
ruling on the rights of criminal suspects by deciding who 
qualifies as a suspect and how police should respond to 


vague requests for a lawyer’s help. 


The justices will use murder cases from California and 
South Carolina to clarify the legal protections accorded 


people being questioned by police. 


The court’s 1966 ruling in Miranda vs. Arizona 
requires police nationwide to warn suspects in custody 
before questioning them that they have a right to remain 


silent or get a lawyer’s help. 


Current high court rulings require all police interroga- 
tion to stop when criminal suspects invoke their right to 


have a lawyer’s help. 


The U.S. Court of Military Appeals upheld Robert 
Davis’ murder conviction, ruling that Navy investigators 
correctly asked him to clarify his wishes after Davis 
responded to a question by wondering aloud whether he 


should talk to a lawyer. 


Davis was convicted and sentenced to life in prison for 
the Oct. 3, 1988, murder of Keith Shackleton, a sailor at 
Charleston Navy Base in South Carolina.

Republicans hope to whittle the big Democratic advantage at statehouses and 
city halls Tuesday in elections for the top jobs in New Jersey, Virginia and 
New York City. The contests offer the broadest glimpse of voter attitudes on 
crime and taxes since President Clinton’s victory a year ago. 

In New Jersey, Democratic Gov. Jim Florio is seeking re-election against 
Republican challenger Christie Whitman, in a race dominated by crime and 
taxes. Florio had the edge in late polls. . 

The Virginia governor’s race features Democrat Mary Sue Terry against 
Republican George Allen. Terry seeks to become the state’s first woman govert- 
nor while Allen stresses a theme of “honest change” after 12 years of 
Democratic rule in Richmond. Allen was leading in late polls. 

New York’s contest was a heated rematch of the closest mayoral race in city 
history, and it was again a tossup as the candidates made election-eve appeals. 

In arguing for a second term, Mayor David Dinkins said he had held the line 
on property taxes and that crime was on the decline.

Murder trial begins for British boys 


PRESTON, England — One of two 11-year-old boys accused of luring a tod- 
dler from a crowded shopping mall and battering him to death with bricks and 
stones sobbed and whispered “Daddy, Daddy” as a prosecutor described the 
crime Monday, the opening day of their trial. d 

The boys, who were 10 at the time of the Feb. 12 slaying, are the youngest 
children in Britain ever to be charged with murder. Their arrests created a 
national furor, raising fears of a decline in British morals amid a rising juvenile 
crime rate. 

The boys have pleaded innocent to charges of abducting and murdering 2- 
year-old James Bulger after he strayed briefly from his mother in a Liverpool 
shopping mall. 

Ten is the youngest age at which children can face criminal charges in 
Britain. If convicted, they will be detained indefinitely at a secure facility. 


S.L. judge suspends city’s gun control law 


SALT LAKE CITY — A judge has issued a temporary restraining order on 
the city’s gun control law designed to curb gang violence. 

Third District Judge Michael Murphy issued the order Monday afternoon 
after hearing testimony from city attorney Roger Cutler and local gun store 
owners. 

Cutler told the judge the city council will amend a controversial gun law that 
requires a five-day waiting period for young adults who want to buy guns. The 
council will take the action during a meeting today, Cutler said. 

“The confusion likely to occur if this court issues an injunction is hard to 
describe,” Cutler said. “It would be the wrong message at the wrong time.” 

Murphy also heard pleas by Salt Lake gun store owners who asked him to ban 
enforcement of the law until Thursday. The law was to take effect Monday, and 
has drawn criticism from the National Rifle Association. 


Longest space shuttle flight ends 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE, Calif. — Columbia and its crew glided to 
Earth under a rising sun and setting moon Monday after the longest space shut- 
tle flight in history. ‘ 

After 14 days in orbit, the seven astronauts crew were carried off Columbia 
on stretchers to preserve the effects of weightlessness for tests that will be con- 
ducted on them. 

Columbia floated through a clear morning sky over the Mojave Desert as 
35,000 spectators cheered its 7:05 a.m. touchdown. 

The crew, which included two physicians, a biochemist anda veterinarian, 
focused on medical research to better understand how the body changes in 
weightlessness. 

NASA wants to know what causes side effects of space travel and how those 
maladies can be counteracted. Common ailments include motion sickness, ane- 
mia, weakened muscles and bones, and lightheadedness upon return to gravity. 

The crew will be subjected to “grueling” tests over two weeks, said project 
scientist Frank Sulzman. Some will undergo more tests over 45 days. All will 
then be part of the on-going lifetime study of NASA’s astronauts.

Church growth in Russia 
topic of professor’s talk

Gary L. Browning, a professor of 
Germanic and Slavic languages, will 
speak about the introduction of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints into Russia for the BYU 
Campus Devotional Series today. 

The devotional begins at 11 a.m. in 
the de Jong Concert Hall, HFAC, and 


will be broadcast live on KBYU-TV 


and KBYU-FM. The devotional will 
be rebroadcast on KBYU-TV Nov. 28 
at 6 a.m. and 11 am. KBYU-FM will 
rebroadcast the devotional this 
Sunday at 9 p.m. 

The newly established Campus 
Devotional Series, which will feature 
speakers from across campus two or 
three times each semester, is designed 
to complement the regular University 
Devotionals in the Marriott Center. 

Browning’s devotional is titled 
“Out of Obscurity: The Emergence of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints in Russia.” 

He will outline events from 1843 
to mid-1993 that led to the establish- 
ment of the Russian mission, and the 
factors which have inhibited or con- 
tributed to the development of suc- 
cessful missionary activity. 

Browning will discuss many expe- 
riences of the early Church members 
and give depictions of Russian 
Church leaders and others who played 
fundamental roles in the mission. 

After coming to BYU as an assis- 
tant professor in 1976, Browning 
served as dean of BYU Honors 
Education, chair of the Faculty 
Advisory Council and chair of the 
Department of Germanic and Slavic 
Languages. 

In July 1990 Browning was called 
to be president of the Finland 
Helsinki East Mission, and was sub- 
sequently called in 1992 as the presi- 
dent of the Russia Moscow Mission 


until his return to Provo in July of 
1993. 

Browning’s research specialties 
are 19th- and 20th-century Russian 
literature. He spent two years at Bryn 
Mawr College in Pennsylvania teach- 
ing Russian language and literature.

Constitution is an inspired document 


because of those the Lord raised up

It is in my view no coincidence at all 
“that Joseph Smith was born less than 
‘15 years after the Bill of Rights 
“became part of the Constitution. It's 
“easy to forget that. Tne establishment 
-of our Constitution by the hands of 
‘wise men occurred in the 18th century, 
‘and the birth of Joseph Smith and the 
“First Vision in the 19th, but they actu- 
‘ally took place only a few years apart. 
; Without the Constitution, we probably 

‘would not have the gospel. 

» And this brings me to the second 
sunique relationship between our 
| American Constitution and our reli- 
‘gion. We know that in fact the events 
*whose 200th birthday we observe did 
not come about just by chance. The 
, descriptive phrase was most common- 
“ly used. by many members of the 
Church is that our Constitution was 
“divinely inspired.” Unfortunately, 
some Church members have deduced 
from that general, non-scriptural 
description more than the scriptures or 
the Constitution or common sense will 
sustain. 

That is, from the general label, 
“divinely inspired,” some assume that 
the Consitution is tantamount to scrip- 
ture, and therefore perfect in every 
respect, reflecting in every provision 
‘and every sentence the will of our 
‘Heavenly Father, just as is true of the 
Book of Mormon or the Doctrine and 
Covenants. That view cannot with- 
stand analysis. Our Constitution has 

- some provisions that are not only not 

_ divine, they are positively repulsive. 
The classic example is contained in 
‘Article V, which guaranteed as a mat- 
ter of constitutional right that the slave 
trade would continue through at least 
the year 1808. There are other provi- 
sions which are not as offensive as the 
slavery guarantee, but they were quite 
clearly bad policy, and certainly were 
not divinely inspired in the same sense 
as are the scriptures. Moreover, 
regarding the Constitution as tanta- 
mount to scripture is difficult to square 
with the fact that our republic has 
functioned very well, probably even 
better, after at least one of its original 
provisions (requiring United States 
senators to be elected by their respec- 
tive state legislatures rather than the 
people at large) was amended out of 
existence by the 17th Amendment. 

In my own view, this whole issue is 
resolved simply by examining what 
the scriptures say, rather than resorting 


to the generality, “divinely inspired,” 

which you will not find anywhere in 
the standard works. Probably the most 
helpful statement is contained in 
Section 101 verse 80 of the Doctrine 
and Covenants: “And for. this purpose 
have I established the Constitution of 
this land, by the hands of wise men 
whom I raised up unto this very pur- 
pose ....” I submit that this scripture 
makes it very clear that our Heavenly 
Father’s involvement in the bringing 
forth or our Constitution was more an 
involvement in process than in end 
result. As President Benson has stated, 
“It is my firm belief that the God of 
Heaven raised up the Founding 
Fathers and inspired them to establish 
the Constitution of this land.” His 
focus, and the focus of the Doctrine

and Covenants, frees us of the burden 
of trying to equate the Constitution 
with scripture and therefore to justify 
every part. And a focus on process 
reaffirms the fact that the Constitution 
did not just come about by chance. 
Our Heavenly Father did play an 
active and essential role. That role was 
not the revelation to a prophet of infal- 
lible truth, perfect and reliable in every 
aspect. Rather, what the Lord did was 
to raise up at just the right time and in 
just the right combination people who 
could and predictably would produce a 


document that is, on balance, the most: 


remarkable ever struck by human 
hands. Interestingly enough, James 
Madison himself in Number 37 of the 
Federalist Papers also expressed the 
view that “it is impossible for the man 
of pious reflection not to perceive in it 
(referring to the Constitution) a finger 
of that Almighty hand which has been 
so frequently and signally extended to 
our relief in the critical state of the 
Revolution.” Statements similar to that 
of Madison can be found in the writ- 
ings of others of the Founding Fathers. 

A final area of constitutional interest 
unique to Latter-day Saints finds it 
source in the well-known “Hanging by 
a Thread” statements by the Prophet 


Joseph Smith. Similar statements have 
been reiterated by no fewer than six of 
his successors, including the current 
prophet. In a forthcoming book to be 
published by the Religious Studies 
Center, Professor Don Cannon lists 
over 40 instances in which these seven 
presidents have either used the 
“thread” metaphor or something like 
it. But in none of those quotations 
cited by Professor Cannon has any 
Church leader ever been very specific 
as to the metaphor’s meaning. 

Unfortunately, some members of the 
Church have been all too ready to 
offer their own explanations. The only 
thing consistent about these explana- 
tions is that in each instance, it was the 
Church member’s own unresolved, 
often very private, grievance which 
supplied evidence that the thread was 
beginning to fray, sometimes beyond 
repair. Among some people, any prob- 
lem from a tax increase to a failure to 
collect the garbage on time to a 
boundary dispute with one’s neighbor 
is likely to call forth the observation 
that it is certainly easy to see how the 
Constitution is hanging by a thread..A 
companion assertion is that the elec- 
tion or appointment of certain persons, 
often the person making the assertion, 
to designated positions provides the 
key to preventing the demise of our 
constitutional system, 

In my view, this is another instance 
in which going beyond what our lead- 
ers have said can be misleading at 
best, and potentially fraught with mis- 
chief. Even though we have not been 
given the exact meaning of the 
prophets’ statements about the 
Constitution hanging by a thread, the 
scriptures do define the conditions on 
which freedom in the land of America 
ultimately depends. I am satisfied that 
whatever else may eventually hang in 
the constitutional balance, this much is 
clear: The continuation of the bless- 
ings of liberty depends finally on our 
spiritual righteousness. As the Lord 
told the Jaredites in the Book of Ether, 
this is a “land of promise.” And 
“whatsoever nation shall possess it 
shall be free from bondage, and from 
captivity ... if they will but serve the 
God of ‘the land, who is Jesus Christ.” 
If the people fail to keep this covenant, 
they “shall be swept off when the ful- 
ness of his wrath shall come upon 
them. And fulness of his wrath cometh 
upon them when they are ripened in 
iniquity.” (Ether 2:9-12)
